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ROBERT ROSE 


Approximately 100 years elapsed from the time of the 
discovery of America by Columbus before colonization took place. 
People came from Europe for economic, political for religious 
reasons. Here they could begin a new life. ROBERT ROSE was one 
of these early settlers. | 

ROBERT ROSE was born in 1594 in Englands He lived with 
his wife, Margery also born in 1594 in Elmswell, Suffolk County, 
not far from the sea port town of Ipswitch. He was 40 years old 
when he decided to imigrate to America with his wife and eight 
children, just 14 years after the Pilgrims settled Plymouth, Mass. 
He took the oath of allegiance to His Majesty at the Customs House 
in Ipswitch before he was permitted to leave. He and his family 
obtained passage on the ship "Francis" the last of April 1634 with 
other passengers, arriving at Watertown, Mass. in August 1634. There 
he made his home for only a short time. The new settlers found 
that a government had been established in which the church had 
absolute power. Only church members could vote and the principle 
officers in the church were the principle officers ini the government. 

As a result, three groups decided to pioneer a new sottle~- 
ment in Connecticut. <A group from Watertown, including ROBERT ROSE 
and family, moved to the Connecticut Valley in 1655 or 1636- The 
Watertown people settled th Westhersfield while a group from 


Dorchester, Mass. settled at Windsor, and a third group from 


Newton under the leadership of Rev. Thomas Hooker located at 
Hartford. These three settlements joined in 1639 to form the 
Connecticut Colony. 

All through the winter of 1636-37, the Connecticut 
towns were kept in a state of alarm by the Indians. Men going 
to work were killed and Horribly mangled. A Weathersfield man 

was kidnapped and roasted alive. Emboided by their success, 
the Pequots attacked Weathersfield and massacred ten people. 
Ninety men from the Connecticut settlements were put into 
service under the command of John Mason. Robert Rose, second 
son of ROBERT ROSE, joined the company. Additional men arrived 
from Boston under John Underhill. On May 20, 1637 they decided 
to attack the Pequot stronghold which proved to be a complets 
surprise. The Indian fort circled two or three acres girded 
by a palisade of sturdy logs, set firm and deep in the ground. 
There were small openings at either end for entering or exit. 
Within the enclosure were crowded wigwams for 700 peoples 

Underhill and his men occupied one door while Mason 
and his men were at the other. The Indiane in panic sought 
firet one outlet and then the other, and were ruthlessly shot 
down whichever way they turned. Fire brands were thrown among 
the wigwams and soon the whole village was in flames. The 
seige lasted about an hour. Of the English settlers, two were 
killed, 16 wounded. Only five Pequots succeeded in getting 
aways It was the end of the Pequots Nation and other tribes 
fave no trouble after seeing the complete destruction of their 


rival--the Pequots. 





ROBERT ROSE built his homestead on the West side of 
Broad Street in Westhersfield. His land included a tract on the 
Fast side of the Connecticut River, as surveyed in 1639-40, also 
312 acres South of the Congregational Church, which made him one 
of the largest land owners in the colony. 

His family consisted of ten children names John, Robert, 
Elizabeth, Mary, Samuel, Sarah, Daniel, Dorcas born in England and 
Jonathan and Hannah born in Weathersfield, Conn. 

ROBERT ROSE held several public offices including 
Constable in 1639-40, Juror in 1641, and Representative to the 
General Court of the Colony 1641-43. 

He and his family were of the Weathersfield Church. 

His Bible was printed in England in 1599 and was in the possession 
of the family for many years» In 1643 "much difference” existed 
between Rev. Henry Smith, pastor and many of the people. ‘The 
dispute was carried form the town to the General Court in November 
1643-6 The eenpt civarea Mr. Smith and proceeded to impose penal- 
ties upon the signers of the "Declaration" against him. ROBERT 
ROSE was fined four shillings; others fined various sums, some 
as much as ten pounds. 

In 1644, ROBERT ROSE removed to Totoket, now Brantford, 
Conn. while a portion of his family remained’ in Weathersfield. 
Atwater in his history of the Colony of New Haven, stated the name 
of ROBERT ROSE “often appears in connection with Mr. Swaine and 
Mr. Plum, especially in affairs spiritual". He was a leading mind 


in the enrly disruptions of the colony. 


His attitude in Brantford was that of worthy citizen 
aiding and adjusting the affairs of the communitye He was liberal 
in his views, broad in his charities, highly respect#d and venerated 
in his life by succeeding generations. He was regarded as a very 
wealthy man, owning ten horses when there were not as many more in 
the town. He dispensed material aid to his less fortunate neighbors 
giving the Sunday's milking to the poor which was one instance of 
his gifts. 

We do not have a record of the death of Margery Rose, 
but her husband, ROBERT, was married again to Elizabeth Parker in 
Brantford, Conn- a short time before his death in April 4, 1665. 

ROBERT ROSE made his last will and testament on August 
25, 1664 which read as follows: 

1. I give to my son Jonathan a hundred pounds. 

2. When all my debts are padid then I give my wife one=third of my 
whole estate. 

3+ I give my son Jonathan five pounds more. 

he I give my daughter Hannah ten pounds more. 

5 It is my will that all of the rest of my estate shall be equally 
divided into eight parts amongst my other eight children as followeth: 
That is to each of them a like part but my son John and my daughter 
Elizabeth both shall but twenty pounds. The rest of the part that 
falls to them shall be given to their children. 

6+ I give to the Church in Brantford 6 pounds, 13 shillings, and 
four pense. (His gift to the Church in Brantford was its first 
donation. ) 


Laurence Ward ond Samuel Swain Were Witnesses. The will 


was probated at New Haven, November 14, 1666- The estate amounted 


to 826 pounds, 9 shillings, and 7 pense. 


DANIEL ROSE 

DANIEL ROSE, son of Robert and Margery Rose, was born 
in 1631 in Englané, He came to Massachusetts with his parents 
when he was three years old. 

DANIEL ROSE was married to Flizabeth Goodrich in 1664. 
They made their home in Weathersfield. By this time his father 
had moved to Brantford, Conn. Their family consisted of eleven 
children, namely Elizabeth, David, Mary, Hannah, John, Jonathan, 
Sarah, Abrigil, Dorothy, Lydia, and Mary. DANTEL ROSE was made 
a freeman in October 1669. He held many offices. On.January 16, 
1711 he made disposition of his property to his children by deed 


and died soon after. 


JONATHAN ROSE 


JONATHAN BOSE, son of Daniel and Elizabeth Rose was 
born in Weathersfield, Conn. on September 20, 1679. He married 
Abrigal Hale in Weathersfield on February 26, 1707. They were 
the parents of 14 children: Jonathan, David, Dorothy, Damars, 
Abrigal were born in Weathersfield. The family moved to Durhan, 
Conn. about 1717 where Daniel, Elisha, John, Damaris, Justus, 
Elizabeth, Elisha, and Sharon were born. Again the family moved 
to Enfield, Conn. about 1733 where Carolyn was Gorn. Again they 
moved farther North to Granville, Mass. 

JONATHAN ROSE was a miller by trade and served in 
several public offices. Late in life he became blind and in some 
way set'fire to himself and was burned to death together with his 
house. The barn on the property was still standing in 1936- The 
date of his death was October 11, 1768, aged 89 years old. His 
wité,,Abrigail bern March 20, 1688 died in Granville May 2, 1791, 
at age 103. When she was one hundred years old a meeting of her 
descendants was held, and a sermon preached appropriate to the 
occasion. She then had 110 gramd children and over 300 great~ 
grand children as well as 40 of the fifth generation. While she 


was yet living, she had over 450 living descendants. 


JOHN ROSE 


JOHN ROSE, son of Jonathan and Abrigal Hale Rose, 
their elgth child, was born in Durhan, Conn. on February 18, 
1719. He married Ruth Holcomb in Granville, Masse on May 9, 
1745. They were the parents of seven children all born in 
Granville-Damaris, Ruth, Hulday, Asa, Nathaniel, Enoch, and 
Elizabeth. Ruth died April 2, 1759. JOHN married a second 
time to Keziah Goss on June 23, 1761. They had. three chiidren- 
Hannah, Adah, and Jarius. JOHN probably operated a farn in 
Granville. it you visit there you will wonder how they could 
farm as the land is so fully covered with small stone» JOHN 


died in Granville in 1788 at the age of 69. 


JARTUS ROSE 


JARIUS ROSE, son of John and Keziah Rose was born in 
Granville, Mass. October 26, 1768. As a young man, a neighbor 
took an interest in him loaning him his surveying books and 
instruments. 

Title to land was often claimed by colonies or states 
because of over lapping grants by the King of England. Thus the 
land in. Western New York was claimed by both Massachusetts and 
New York. The land was finally given to Massachusetts but New 
York was to have sovereignty over the same. The Western portion 
of the land was sold to Robert Morris, the Financier of the 
Revolution, who in turm sold to the Holland Land Company. In 
1788 Massachusetts sold the land next East Known as the Genesee 
County to two of its citizens, Oliver Phelps and Nathaniel Gorham. 
Mr. Phelps lived in Granville and no doubt thie purchase is what 
led JARIUS to first come to Canandaigua, N.Y. in 1789. He is 
listed as a surveyor in the records of the Canandaigua iHietorical 
Society. JARIUS returned and was married Januray 22, 1794 in 
Middle Granville, Mass. by F. Robertson, J.P. to Zilpha Gillett, 
daughter of Thomas and Mary Jones Gillett. She was born April 1, 
1778 in Granville, Mass. ‘They settled in Canandaigua where they 
were parents of seven children-~Alantha, Thorret, Galen, Laura, 
Polly, George Philip, and Numa. Besides surveying, he engaged 


in farming. 


In May 1811, JARIUS, Zilpha, and family moved to 
Niagara County becoming the first settler in the section surrounding 
the present village of Sanborn. He purchased 2,000 acres of land 
from the Holland Land Company for which he paid $4.50 and §$5-00 
ah acre. This acreage Was in the south west corner of the Town 
of Cambria, the present village of Sanborn, and the south wast 
corner of the Town of Lewiston being lots 17, 25, 26, 32, 33, and 
hh of Range 8, Township 14- As the Town of Lewiston was not divided 
from the Town of Cambria until 1818, the entire purchase was in the 
Town of Cambria. He located his log cabin on the North side of 
the Saunders Settlement Road, one-half mile East of the inter- 
section of the Saunders Settlement Road with the present Town Line 
Road and near the present Niagara County Community College entrance. 
There Was a spring near by and there is still a grove of trees re= 
maining to indicate the approximate site. Thus, his new home was 
located on the Saunders Settlement Road which he has previously 
surveyed. 

The coming of this pioneer family from Canandaigua was 
by the usual method of those days. An ox cart and a one horse wagon 
completed the traneportation outfit. The: journey took JARIUS with 
his family and three hired men over a week to complete. They came 
by way of Rochester, along the Ridge, to Dickersonville where the 
family stopped with a man named Harris while JARIUS and his men 
continued on to the land he had purchased and there erected a log 
cabin in three days. 


JARIUS found that the way had to be cut from Dickersonville 


up the mountains to the small open spot in thé woods that had 
previously been selected as the building site. He cleared 
several fields which he stocked with forty head of cattle. They 
had a hard winter, living much of the time on twigs of birch and 
soft maple. There was valuable pine timber in the purchase that 
was used for several years for building purposes. In 1813, JARIUS 
sowed two acres with apple seeds, thus starting the first nursery 
in Niagara County- When the young seedlings were ready for sale 
they brought tweleve cents each and were taken in all directions 
to start the first apple orchards in the area. 

England and the United States were at war during 1812- 
1814. Several battles were fought eo sides of the Niagara 
River» Friendly indians either warned or helped settlers to leave. 
Other Indians joined the British burning the villages of Lewiston 
and Buffalo as well as scattering settlers buildings. In one of 
these Indian raids in 1813, JARIUS was taken prisoner. His horse 
was taken from him and he was stripped of his clothing, except 
shirt, pantaloons and boots, While his captors were taking off 
his overcoat, he succeeded, unobserved, in changing his pocket 
book containing f400 to his bosom whence it luckily passed into 
his boots, which proved to be safe deposit. Two Indians, ce on 
each side, locked arms with the captive forcing a slow run the 
entire five miles to Lewiston. They often accelerated his speed 
by raps over the head with the handle of «a tomahawk or the ramrod 
of their guns. The party crossed Niagara River inte Canada where 


a-kritish government agent by the name of Nellie tried to buy 


JARIUS.- Three times the bargain was completed and a hundred 
dollars paid. The Indians clamored for the death of the "Yankeel! 
whom Nellis was consealing in a garret and denying his whereabouts. 
Finally, extorting another hundred, the Indians went off and got 
drunk. They returned threatening the life of Nellis if the 
prisoner was not surrendered to them. He was not, howevere During 
his six a confinement, he received his food through a scuttle. 
Then JARIUS was sent to Buffalo in care of a private escort of 
soldierg. 

He returned to his home which had eacaped destruction 
put he found that his family had fled to Canandaigua at the 
suggestion of friendly Indians. After the close of the war, he 
returned with his family to peacefully farm his land.» He cleared, 
improved, and disposed of smaller farm lots until his death, 
‘January 31, 1828, aged 59. JARIUS and grandsons Franklin and John 
were buried in a family cemetery on the farm. Later they were 
removed to Mount View Cemetery, Pekin, N-Y. His wife Zilpha died 


April 3, 1859, aged 88. 


GEGRGE PHILIP ROSE 


-GEORGE P. ROSE was born the sixth child of Jarius and 
Zilpha Rose. He was named after King Philip, an early Indian 
warrior. GEORGE was born in Canandaigua, Ontario County May 1, 
1808 and moved with his parents when three years old to the Rose 
farm in the Town of Cambria, now Sanborne He attended school in 
Pekin, N-Y- He was married October 11, 1832 by Alexander Dickerson, 
Justice of Peace b5 Sarah Ann Farley, daughter of John and Elizabeth 
Farisy. Sarah was born December 15, 1811 in Flanders, N.J- They 
were the parents of eleven children. Of these, three children-- 
Galen, born April 26, 1837, and Susan, born June 19, 1842, and 
Sarah Ann, born September 3, 1852 have descendents living today 
mn this area.» The other children were Franklin, Mary, Harriet, 
Adeline, Elizabeth, Emily, John, and Jessie. 

GEORGE lived and worked his farm in the Town of Cambria 
which was located directly across the Saunders Settlement Road 
from his fathers original log cabin. When his son, Galen took 
over ,thecfarm-operation about 1865, an East wing was added to the 
house. 


At an early age GEORGE became a member of the First 


Methodist Episcopal Church of the Towns of Lewiston and Cambria 
at Pekin. He became interested in the Free Methodist movement 
and was one of the 60 laymen, who with 15 preachers, organized 
the denomination. This meeting was held August 23, 1860 in a 
grove on the farm of S- Chesbrough, just South of the railroad 


bridge in Pekin (now Sanborn). 


A park was dedicated near the site in June 1960 to 
commemorate the 100th anniversary of the founding of this 
Protestant denomination. GEORGE helped organize the First Free 
Methodist Church of Pekin and served as a trustee until the church 
was closed in 1873. He then transferred his membership to the 
Lockport Free Methodist Church. 

In his early life, GEORGE became a member of the State 
Militia, an institution that existed from 1825 to nearly 1860. 

It consisted of all able bodied white male citizens between the 
ages of 18 and 45. Several days of training and parading were 
required each years There was a artillery company at Pekin. Their 
Cannon was housed in a building about where Schinechack's Restan- 
rant is located. GEORGE was promoted to Lieutenant, and after 
serving in that capacity, became Captain and later was promoted 

to Colonel of the 163rd Regiment in 1836 by William L. Marcy, then 
Governor of the State of New York. The next year, a rebel force 
from Canada crossed the Niagara River. He and his Regiment were 
called to defend the Frontier for a short period. 

The tracks of the Rochester, Lockport, and Niagara Falls 
Railroad connecting Rochester with Niagara Falls, passed through 
his farm. The first passenger train ran over the line on June 25, 
1852 with regular service of seven trains each way a day following. 

GEORGE continued te live on his farm until his death 
September 9, 1894. His wife, Sarah died April 26, 1891. His sister, 
Laura Daily whe lived with the family for many years, died April 16, 


1895. All three are buried in Mount View Cemetery, Pekin, N.Y. 


GALEN ROSE 


GALEN ROSE, son of George P. and Sarah Rose was born 
in the Rose homestead, Saunders Settlement Road April 21, 1837. 

His schooling included attending the Lewiston Acadeny in Lewiston, 
N-Y. He was married to Elmira Sarah Robinson, daughter of Russel 
and Sarah Robinson in Wilson, N.Y. on January 16, 1867 by Rev.Mudge- 
Elmira's father was one of the founders of the Wilson Baptist 
Church and served many years as one of the deaconae Elmira was 
born in Wilson, July 7, 1836. 

Children of GALEN and Flmira Rose, all born in Sanborn, 
N.Y. were Erettah.born December 26, 1868, Erdene born September 10, 
1870, Mary E- born February 9, 1873, and Ida I- born September 27, 
1876. 

GALEN Rose took over the operation of the family farm 
which was now only 70 acres. He was interested in community affairs. 
He was one of the stockholders in the Sanborn Union Hall Association. 
This organizatiOn realizing the need of a hall for meetings for 
the new Sanborn community purchased the former wooden Methodiat 
building in Pekin. The steeple was removed and the building moved 
to Pearl Street. (Present American Legion Hall). Elmira was one 
of the seven charter members of the First Baptist Church of Sanborn 
which organized December 18, 1875. The church building was erected 
in 1879 and dedicated January 1, 1880. GALEN was a member of the 
Royal Templars of Temperance, Sanborn Council #97 and the Ancient 


Order of United Workmen, Pekin Lodge No. 41. For several years, 


he was.a trustee and President of the Mount View Rural Cemetery 
Association at Pekin, N.Y. 

GALEN Rose sold his farm on the Saunders Settlement 
Road in about 1895. After renting for a short time, he built his 
home at 5974 West Street in Sanborn. He planted a row of grapes 
between his home and Sanborn School which joined his property. 
In the fall, some of the children helped themselves as they 
passed by to school. To solve this problem, every fall he donated 
a bushel of grapes to the school in return for a promise to stay 
out of his grapes. During the summer of 1906, he and Rev. GeA» 
Stanton built a parsonage for the Baptist Church. His wife, Elmira 
died April 8, 1903 and he on February 4, 1907- Both were buried 
in the family plot in Mount View Rural Cemetery in Pekin, N-Y- 

Thus with the death of GALEN Rose, the ROSE name from 
Jarius Rose becomes extinct. The line has existed from 1594 thru 


1907. There are ROSE descendents living in the Sanborn area now.
